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CONGRESS AND GOP 
In an electio n y ear, Co ngress, likes to 
adjo urn by J uly if po ssible. If y o u assume 
that as a fairly firm deadline, the present 
sessio n is abo ut half o v er. But Co ngress has 
no t do ne ev en a quarter o f its pro spectiv e 
wo rk. 
When y o u ex amine its three mo nths’ per­ 
fo rmance, y o u realize mo st o f the time has 
been co nsumed in a struggle fo r po wer and 
prestige with the ex ecutiv e establishment. 
First, the lo ng debate and actio n o n the 
Bricker amendment and related pro po sals. 
Seco nd, and co ntinuing, the v ario us co ntro ­ 
v ersies between the Army and Senato r Mc­ 
Carthy o f Wisco nsin. 
Depending o n y o ur v iewpo int, these may 
o r may no t be regarded as necessary co n­ 
tests serv ing the interests o f the American 
peo ple. But there can be no questio n they 
take time fro m what used to be regarded 
as the legislature’s main business: making 
laws. 
With each passing week, it will be increas­ 
ingly difficult fo r the Republican leadership 
o n Capito l Hill to driv e to passage a signifi­ 
cant pro po rtio n o f the items in President 
Eisenho wer’s full pro gram. 
And this po ints up a curio us iro ny . A lo t 
o f Republican lawmakers behav e as if they 
canno t win re-electio n this fall unless they 
trumpet the theme o f co mmunism in go v ­ 
ernment. This is based o n the assumptio n 
that the President’s po licies are “ unpo pular.” 
No bo dy denies that a go o d many farm­ 
ers are displeased with Secretary o f Agricul­ 
ture Benso n and unhappy o v er the Presi­ 
dent’s farm pro po sals. No o ne denies, either, 
that Big Labo r thinks the administratio n 
derelict in meeting what it sees as a definite 
business recessio n. 
But repo rts are that co ngressio nal mail is 
running heav ily in fav o r o f Mr. Eisenho wer’s 
new pro grams, and tno se lawmakers who 
hav e checked their co nstituents generally 
hav e fo und a similar respo nse. Thus the 
ado ptio n o f a big share o f the President’s 
measures wo uld presumably giv e them a 
lo t o f campaign ammunitio n. 
The less Co ngress do es in the nex t three 
mo nths, the less o f this ammunitio n GOP 
po liticians will hav e. But ho wT much o f it 
they get is a matter under their co ntro l. 
If it is little, that will be because that is 
the way they want it.

CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATIONS 
This much will come out of the McCarthy - 
Stevens conflict: the entire subject of Congres­ 
sional committees, their nature, purpose and pro­ 
cedures will have to be reviewed and decisions 
tak en by the Congress itself concerning their 
future. Few Congressional committees have ever 
functioned 
satisfactorily 
to 
those 
investigated. 
Putting a midget in the lap of J. P. Morgan did 
not prove any thing. 
Alway s important are the fundamental rights 
of citizens and while it is to be recognized that 
Communists are, by their disciplines, agents of a 
foreign power, nevertheless, as citizens of the 
United States, they enjoy constitutional rights 
which cannot be impaired. The conflict here is not 
only in the law but in the spirit of the times. No 
law ex ists, not even the Smith Act, \Vhich outlaws 
tlie Communist Party and which mak es it illegal 
for an American to accept the Marx ist Church as 
a way of life. 
The confusions before Congressional committees 
mirror the confusions in American thought from 
the impact of a new*religion, the Marx ist Church, 
and a new Universal State, Soviet Russia. Our 
think ing on the subject is limited to our small ex ­ 
perience with social revolutions. 
When Big Bill Hay wood. Ben Reitman, Carlo 
Tresca and Elizabeth Gurley Fly nn advocated the 
anarcho-sy ndicalism of the I.WAV., nobody wor­ 
ried too much about them, any more than Emma 
Goldman’s brand of anarchism left even a scratch 
on the surface of our history . Even Eugene V. 
Debs, who fashioned American Socialism, or Mor­ 
ris Hillquit or Victor Berger left few footprints 
on the sands of American thought. 
The 
Marx ists 
divide 
themselves 
into 
many 
groups. Our difficulties arise from the tendency to 
throw them into one pack age and call them* all 
Communists, which quick ly translates itself into 
the word, spy . Lrt me differentiate these groups; 
1. Intellectual Marx ists: These are men and 
women who accept the doctrine of dialectical ma­ 
terialism as a Mutable solution to man’s problems. 
They reject the my stical concepts of Christianity , 
particularly the creation of man by God and the 
revelation of Natural Law by which a moral so­ 
ciety ex ists not by human evolution and develop­ 
ment but by the authority of the Creator. 
Many such intellectual Marx ists may he op­ 
posed to Soviet Russia as a Universal State and 
to the Communist Party as an agency of discipline. 
To outsiders, it would appear that they talk one 
wav and act another and therefore in Congres­ 
sional investigations, they are often placed in an 
ambiguous and embarrassing position. 
2. 
Anti-Communist 
Marx ists: 
Since 
1848, 
Marx ist ideas have affected and influenced great 
numbers of persons in all countries. As a doctrine, 
Marx ism has proved to be particularly attractive 
to social and natural scientists. The Social Demo­ 
cratic parties in all countries based themselves on 
Marx ism. Until the organization of the disciplined 
Russian Bolshevik group in 19 03, numerous inter­ 
pretations of Marx ism appeared. 
The 
Russian 
party was split on doctrine until Lenin took over 
in 19 17 and established a rigid orthodox y . 
The turnover of supporters has been enormous, 
particularly among intellectuals. Many fled the 
orthodox Communist Party because ot its limita­ 
tions upon the human spirit; nevertheless they did 
not desert the sociology of Marx ism. Among such 
as to bo found the most violent and effective anti­ 
communists. 
3. The Communists: These are party members, 
accepting the rigid disciplines of revolutionary 
partisanship, never rejecting the absurdities of 
twisting party lines, devoting themselves to 
u n d e r ­ 
ground responsibilities even if they 
in v o lv e espio­ 
nage and treason. Theirs but to obey in the hope 
that the revolution will ultimately free mien trom 
class, racial, national, religious distinctions, and 
that all men will eventually be brothers in the 
bosom of the Kremlin. 
The difficulty has been that the American Con­ 
gressional committees investigating Communism 
do not alway s mak e such distinctions. Too often, 
they do not k now enough about the subject to

THE GREAT BLOOD BUILDER VITAMIN Bl*> 
At various times each of the vitamins has been 
placed at the head of the list as being the most im­ 
portant —— vitamin B, vitamin B complex , vitamin 
C, and others. Today , if y ou were to ask y our phy ­ 
sician which vitamin he considered most important 
in medicine, he would lik ely tell y ou that for all 
round effectiveness in building up the body anti 
enriching the blood, vitamin B12 really heads the 
list.

Today , several firms are manufacturing 
vitamin B12 to be used by mouth as they have been 
able to prevent this interference by the stomach 
digestive juices. However, many phy sici^is are con­ 
tinuing to use the original method of injections of 
vitamin B12 directly into the muscles. 
Thus, the phy sicians’ above-mentioned report 
that the serum level of anemia rose to fairly high 
levels from single intramuscular injections of vita­ 
min B12 and remained so for periods of from 2 to 
9 8 day s. There was some increase in richness of 
the blood (increase in red cells) but the blood did 
not reach normal limits. For ideal results, how­ 
ever, the use of vitamin B12 must be constant as 
with insulin for diabetes. Vitamin B12 not only 
increases the blood-mak ing power of the blood but 
increases the blood reserve of the entire body .
